1. Airborne Camera Spool - Subsequent to a 
visit to | we were requested to 

furnish a price quotation for the manu- 
facture of a 9 1/2 inch aluminum spool. 

On July 23, 1963, we received a quotation 
from the Government Sales Division quoting 
$10.04 as a unit cost in lots of 100 
spools. This information was forwarded 
to the Itek people. 


Via telephone, I have been told that an 
order for 100 spools had been placed 
with Headquarters. However, to date, 
such order has not been verified. 


In the meantime, we received an order 
for type 4401 film spooled on aluminum 
spools. "Customer furnished spools 
were sent for these orders. These spools 
were literally junk, as received. 

Bezek’s people had to be pursuaded before 
attempting to refurbish the spools. Even 
after refurbishing, Kodak Park has inserted 
a disclaimer inside the film box that 
Quality of the film can not be assured 
due to the condition of the "customer spool
